Babson Park M assachusetts—As 
long as World W ar II lasts, the 
total U. S. production will continue 
to increase. I estim ate an increase 
in national income of $9 billions 
for 1942; thus bringing it .up to 
$95 billions compared with $76 bil­ 
lions in 1940 and $86 billions in 
1941. In forecasting this national 
income for 1942, I am taking into 
account probable increases in prices 
and wages. These figures do not 
mean that more goods will be pro­ 
duced; in fact 1942 will show' a

TAXES will be severely felt, especially by the white-collar group 
who can expect no pay increases.

s t the United S tates, Mr. H a rt­ 
ford outlined a definite working 
program for com pany coopered >n 
in the national w ar effort. 
“No one in the food industry 
can ccrtro l the wholesale price of 
food,” Mr. H artford said. “Only 
the governm ent 
of the

Success of food 
program depends 
on farm planning 


As the success of the defense 
program 
depends upon the effi­ 
ciency of m anufacturing plants, so 
does the success of the food pro­ 
duction program depend upon the 
farm er’s ability to m aintain the 
efficiency of his production plant. 
It is im portant to increase food 
production 
to 
rrfeet 
immediate 
needs, 
but 
the 
food-for defense 
program m ust also include a plan 
for efficient food production for 
the next three 
or 
four years, 
w rites H. C. M. Case, head of the 
agricultural economics departm ent 
of the U niversity of Illinois Col­ 
lege of A griculture, in the current 
issue of Illinois Farm Economics, 
“ It will require some tim e for the 
world to lapse into a norm al pro­ 
duction program again, and, in the 
m eantim e, m any 
hungry people 
will need to be fed. 
“The farm er is not asked to go 
to the extrem e of all-out for food 
production by putting all of his 
land 
into 
highly 
soil-depleting 
crops. 
If his land is subject to 
serious erosion, 
he should non- 
plow up those fields which ought 
to be left in hay or pasture. E f­ 
ficient production is desired, arui 
efficient crop production is based 
upon proper soil tillage, proper 
soil treatm ent and careful choice 
of the varieties 
of crops which 
will give large yields. 
“The m ost economical way* of 
increasing the production of live­ 
stock and livestock products is for 
the farm er who is already experi­ 
enced in production to increase 
his output through better prac­ 
tices and by enlarging enterprises 
in which he is already engaged. A 
20 per cent increase in the num­ 
ber of hogs for the farm er who is 
already producing 40 
litters 
of 
pigs a year will not seriously in­ 
terfere w ith his production plans. 
On the other hand, a farm er may 
have disastrous results in produc­ 
ing IO litters of pigs in a year 
unless he has had experience in 
raising pigs or is willing to give 
careful attention to all details that 
go along w ith successful pork pro­ 
duction,” Case said.

Splinter Extraction 
When a splinter has gone very 
deep into the flesh try extraction 
by steam. 
Heat a wide-mouthed 
bottle and fill it two-thirds full with 
very hot water and place under the 
injured spot. The suction draws the 
flesh down when a little pressure is 
used and the steam in a few min­ 
utes remove both splinter and in­ 
flammation. 
This method is par­ 
ticularly good when the splinter has 
been in for some time.

nearly as much food variety as 
it is possible to obtain at retail 
m arkets, except possibly for some 
of the fresh fru its and vegetables. 
M ost farm fam ilies using lock­ 
ers report they are now eating 
more m eat, particularly beef, and 
a wider variety of m eats than was 
possible before the advent of the 
locker plant. 
All food stored in lockers is pro­ 
tected as to freshness and purity 
by recent legislation which pro­ 
vides for regular inspection under 
state supervision and under the 
guidance of two locker plant as­ 
sociations in Illinois. 
Although m ost of the early lock­ 
er plants were built in areas where 
the livestock population was heav­ 
iest, plants have more recently 
been installed in the southern half 
of the state, m aking the service 
available in scattered areas in th at 
section.

I am not 
so hopeful for those outside de­ 
fense areas. Certainly, the num­ 
ber of sales will be sm aller al­ 
though the total gross may hold 
up. Expanding the d raft age may 
have a dampening effect on retail 
trade later in the year. The new 
draft call may also cut the labor 
•upply of many industries. Black­ 
outs are another factor in retard­ 
ing 
consumer 
buying. 
Hence, 
m erchants should increase adver­ 
tising appropriations if they ex­ 
pect a good year in 1942. I advise 
m erchants to keep down expenses; 
avoid wage increases; and get out 
of debt. 
If someone else offers 
your employes more money than 
you are now paying, let him have 
such. A fter the w ar they will come 
back to you glad to work for less 
money than you are now paying. 
Don’t speculate in 
merchandise. 
Keep well jstocked on standard 
goods, but avoid style goods which 
are hard to carry over. Inflation 
is w ith us and is gradually in­ 
creasing prices at the rate of from 
10*15% a year. 
Legislation can 
chock it, but it can no more stop 
inflation than can legislation stop 
crime. Remember th at when the 
war 8tops, it will stop suddenly. 
Therefore, merchants should keep 
close to shore. 
Residential building 
will decline 


Residential building during 1941 
increased, as a year ago I fore­ 
casted it would increase. Hence, 
I do not like to risk my good rep­ 
utation now in giving a figure for 
1842. I believe, however, th at ris­ 
ing costs, scarcity of certain m a­ 
terials and the provoking way in 
which labor has acted is hurting 
residential building. Surely it will 
show no increase 
in 1942 over 
1941; while I should not be sur­ 
prised if it fell back to 1940 figures 
•—possibly to the extent of 10% 
to 15%. Public works and high­ 
way’ construction will be less in 
1942 than in 1941. The building 
of industrial plants will continue 
in good volume during the first six 
months. 
Pleasure car production 
will be cut 50%. General export 
trade, except for w ar purposes, 
will also fall off. This will espec­ 
ially be true in the Pacific due to 
Jap an ’s attack upon us. Remember 
th a t — as a rule — the curves 
for residential building, auto pro­ 
duction, and non-defense foreign 
trade generally go 
in the same 
downward direction.

In the Northeast Confer­ 
ence little Warren took two 
of the four major champion­ 
ships of the year with an un­ 
defeated football team led by 
Wirth, Doyle, Zelenko, Swan- 
son, and other stars and also 
captured the baseball title 
with most of the same boys 
taking part. Crystal Lake 
was second in football and 
Niles the baseball runner-up. 


Lakers Dominate Track 
In track Crystal Lake domin­ 
ated the conference with Paul Be­ 
han who had a m ark of 150 feet 
in the discus throw 
being the 
league standout and a third place 
winner in the state meet. Arling­ 
ton sent Niemeyer and Maseng to 
the state meet in the mile and half 
mile events. Arlington gained lo­ 
cal 
recognition 
through 
win­ 
ning the first N ortheast-N orth­ 
west combined frosh-soph 
meet 
which was held at Palatine. 
From Cellar to Championship 
Woodstock, cellar occupant of 
the previous year, came up under 
the direction of coach Kenny Zim­ 
merman to take the title in bas­ 
ketball. 
Niles was right behind 
and Leyden’s giants were third. 
Niles ran away with the junior 
varsity cage championship. A r­ 
lington, Crystal Lake, and Wood- 
stock were the junior contenders. 
Niles is at present undefeated in 
varsity competition in the new 
season and Libertyville’s juniors 
hold the same distinction. 
Pirates Monopolized 
Basketball 
In the Northwest Palatine and 
Northbrook took most of the rec­ 
ognized championships. 
The Pi­ 
rates won both varsity and jun­ 
ior varsity basketball. Having an 
undefeated record in the varsity 
division four games ahead of W au­ 
conda and Northbrook.

Palatine Had Great 
Track Season 
Palatine’s record in track has 
been ju st as outstanding 
as in 
basketball. The Pirates in addi­ 
tion to beating out Bensenville for 
the conference championship won 
the B class of the Palatine Re­ 
lays and took the Geneseo Relays 
title. Palatine made its best show­ 
ing on record in the Evanston dis­ 
trict meet. The team leaders, An­ 
ton Cipri in the 440 and Ray Hahn­ 
feldt in the discus, went to the 
state meet. Bensenville and Pal­ 
atine both had crack 880 yard re­ 
lay teams and Palatine’s two mile 
relay team wras the class of the 
sm aller suburbs. Bensenville sent 
Audas in the sprints and Pomplum 
a great hurdler, to the state meet. 
Barrington’s best was Fullerton in 
the discus.

Bob O’Hagan of Arlington 
acclaimed at Marquette 


Milwaukee, 
Wis., 
Dec. 
29— 
(Special)—Among M arquette uni­ 
versity football perform ers who 
are certain of being announced as 
1941 varsity letter-winners at an 
all-university gridiron dinner Jan. 
15, is Bob O’Hagan of Arlington 
Heights, 111. 
O’Hagan, who was singled out 
by Coach Tom Stidham as “prob- j 
ably the most improved player” 
on the Golden Avalanche squad 
last fall, performed at the right 
halfback position. He had been on 
the M arquette squad in 1940 but 
saw’ so little action — only a min­ 
ute or tw’o — that he had sopho­ 
more ranking in 1941 so far as his 
athletic eligibility wras concerned. 
Up against a senior veteran in 
Johnny Goodyear of 
LaGrange, 
111., Bobby served notice a t M ar­ 
quette’s football camp in the north 
woods last September th a t he was 
determined to take over the right 
halfback spot on the Hilltop elev­ 
en. F ast and alert, he not only 
was a fine running back and a 
good pass receiver, but the kind 
of a boy any coach would like to 
have in his backfield when ifs time 
to go on defense. 


Goodyear, as a senior, started 
M arquette’s early games at the 
right halfback slot, but O’Hagan 
served a t . least equal time. Then 
came an injury to Goodyear, and 
the Arlington Heights 
boy took 
over on the first team and justified 
the confidence which Coach Stid­ 
ham and his aides had placed in 
him. 
It is estim ated he was in 
action iii 400 of the 540 minutes 
which the Golden Avalanche saw’ 
on the field during its 1941 cam­ 
paign. 


It is interesting and true that 
O’Hagan scored what will always 
be regarded as the team ’s most 
im portant touchdown of the sea­ 
son — the first one on Wisconsin 
and the first one accomplished by 
a Stidham-coached 
Hilltop team. 
He took a pass from Halfback 
Bob McCahill and crossed into the
